Elderly  Housing  Project  Proposed 


Historic  Buildings 
Could  Halt  Project

What  is  more  valuable:  providing 
additional  affordable  housing  for 
elderly  residents  of  Chinatown  or 
preserving  19th-century  buildings 
of  national  historic  importance? 

This  is  a  question  that  federal, 
state,  and  city  officials  must  soon 
determine. 


The  properties  in  question  are 
at  11  to  31  Essex  St.  and  make  up 
a  major  section  of  the  Liberty  Tree 
District,  an  area  listed  on  the 
National  Register  of  Historic 
Places  and  with  ties  to  the  "Sons 
of  Liberty"  who  protested  the 
Stamp  Act  of  1765.  The  anchor  of 
the  district,  the  Liberty  Tree 
Building  on  Washington  Street,  is 
not  slated  for  development  and 
has  for  years  been  used  as  the 
Boston  branch  of  the 


Massachusetts  Registry  of  Motor 
Vehicles. 

The  Liberty  Tree  District, 
much  of  which  consists  of  vacant 
and  already  demolished  build¬ 
ings,  could  dramatically  change  if 
a  plan  by  two  nonprofit  develop¬ 
ers  of  elderly  housing  succeeds. 
On  Luck  Housing  Development 
and  Rogerson  Communities  pro¬ 
pose  to  raze  two  structures  and 
replace  them  with  an  eight-story 
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for  Liberty  Tree  Area

This  year  marked  a  year  of 
firsts  for  Chinatown's  Quincy 
Upper  School. 

The  school  held  its  first  prom 
on  May  26,  and  on  June  17  held 
its  first  graduation  (see  photos  at 
right). 

A  total  of  35  Quincy  Upper 
School  students  —  many  of 
whom  have  been  classmates 
since  kindergarten  -  graduated 
that  day,  donning  red  caps  and 
gowns. 

The  ceremony  included 
greetings  by  Boston  Mayor 
Thomas  M.  Menino  and  outgo¬ 
ing  superintendent  of  Boston 
Public  Schools  Thomas  Payzant, 
and  a  valedictory  address  by 
students  Helen  Ly  and  Jessica 
So. 

The  Chinatown  upper  school 
began  in  1999  with  grade  six 
and  added  one  grade  per  year, 
completing  all  grades  --  six  to  12 
—  last  year.  Combined,  the  lower 
and  upper  schools  constitute  one 
of  the  only  kindergarten  through 
grade-12  schools  in  Boston.

Chinatown  Library  Study  in  City

Advocates  of  a  Chinatown  library 
say  they've  won  a  victory  in  their 
campaign  to  return  a  branch 
library  to  the  neighborhood:  The 
city's  recently  passed  budget 
includes  $35,000  for  a  feasibility 
study  for  the  library. 

"It's  good  news.  I  can't  stop 
smiling,"  said  Sandra  Lee,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Friends  of  the 
Chinatown  Library. 

Since  the  2005  city  elections, 
the  group  has  stepped  up  efforts 
to  promote  the  library.  Before  the 
election,  the  library  friends  tried 
to  make  the  library  a  campaign 
issue  for  Chinatown  voters.  After 
the  election,  the  group  met  with 
several  city  councilors  to  ask 
them  to  include  money  in  the  city 
budget  for  a  study  to  examine  the 
feasibility  and  need  for  a  branch 
library.  The  group  said  that  the 
study  would  be  a  major  step  in 
their  efforts  to  return  a  library  to 
the  neighborhood. 

Mayor  Menino's  original  bud¬ 
get  proposal  submitted  in  April 
included  no  money  for  the  study, 
but  the  money  was  added  recent¬ 
ly  in  the  budget  that  the  council 
approved  on  June  28.

"We're  happy  to  see  the  city 
finally  decided  to  invest  in  the 
library  efforts,"  said  Lawrence 
Joe,  the  outgoing  leader  of 
Friends  of  the  Chinatown  Library. 

Joe  said  he  hopes  the  study 
will  document  a  need  for  a 
Chinatown  branch  library  and 
identify  an  ideal  location  for  it. 

He  said  that  locating  a  site  as 
soon  as  possible  is  crucial  to  cre¬ 
ating  the  library  because  several 
properties  in  the  neighborhood 
have  been  developed  recently 


and  several  more  are  slated  for 
future  building  projects,  shrink¬ 
ing  the  amount  of  available  land 
for  a  library. 

During  the  final  budget  hear¬ 
ing  on  June  28,  several  city  coun¬ 
cilors  highlighted  that  the  budget 
would  include  money  for  the 
library  study,  though  its  amount 
is  just  a  miniscule  fraction  of  the 
budget's  total  of  $2.14  billion. 

Councilor  Robert  Consalvo, 
chairman  of  the  Ways-and-Means 
Committee,  called  the  $35,000

study  "a  great  victory"  for 
Chinatown. 

Some  councilors  appeared  to 
use  the  library  money  to  pressure 
other  councilors,  such  as  Sam 
Yoon,  into  approving  the  budget. 

Yoon,  along  with  a  minority 
of  the  councilors,  rejected  the 
budget,  though  they  supported 
the  library  money. 

Councilors  Yoon,  Chuck 
Turner,  Felix  Arroyo,  and  Charles 
Yancey  refused  to  vote  for  the 
budget,  despite  the  money 
included  for  the  library  study, 
because  they  felt  it  didn't  ade¬ 
quately  respond  to  city  crime, 
youth  violence  or  what  they 
called  a  need  for  summer  jobs  for 
teens. 

"I  am  voting  no  to  acknowl¬ 
edge  (that)  young  people  are 
hurting  —  right  here,  right  now," 
said  Yoon. 

Councilor  Jerry  P.  McDermott 
supported  the  budget  and  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  dissenters  were 
not  fiscally  responsible.  He  also 
said  that  if  councilors  rejected  the 
budget,  they  would  be  rejecting 
several  important  city  projects. 

"Voting  against  this  (budget) 
would  be  voting  against  (a)  reasi- 
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ah-Lin!

building  that  would  pro¬ 
vide  75  units  of  low-income 
housing  for  elderly  and 
physically  handicapped 
Chinese  immigrants.  The 
proposal  would  greatly 
expand  the  28-unit  Hong 
Lok  House,  which  is  within 
the  historic  district  and 
owned  by  On  Luck,  a  divi¬ 
sion  of  the  Greater  Boston 
Chinese  Golden  Age 
Center.  The  Golden  Age 
Center  has  provided  low- 
income  housing  as  well  as 
nursing  care  services  for  the 
elderly  since  the  early 
1970s. 

But  building  the  elderly 
housing  project  as  planned 
would  destroy  nearly  all 
that  remains  of  the  Liberty 
Tree  District,  which  in 
recent  years  has  been 
reduced  from  a  six-building 
cluster  to  only  three  build¬ 
ings  and  a  preserved 
facade.  The  project  would 
raze  a  building  at  15  Essex 
St.,  which  was  built  in  1875, 
and  the  Hong  Lok  House  at 
25  Essex  St.,  which  dates 
back  to  the  1870s.  Both 


Liberty  Tree 

The  comer  of  Essex  and 
Washington  Streets  once 
housed  the  Liberty  Tavern 
and  an  elm  called  the  Liberty 
Tree.  It  is  said  that  the  "Sons 
of  Liberty"  who  protested  the 
Stamp  Act  in  1765  often 
gathered  at  the  tree  and  tav¬ 
ern 

Later,  commercial  build¬ 
ings  and  hotels  were  con¬ 
structed  on  the  comer. 
Architecturally,  the  struc¬ 
tures  represent  the  change 
from  Greek  revival  to 
Italianate  style  and  contain 
examples  of  high  Victorian 
Gothic  commercial  architec¬ 
ture.  If  the  elderly  housing 
project  moves  ahead  as 
planned,  only  one  building 
and  two  facades  would 
remain  in  what  was  once  the 
six-building  Liberty  Tree 
District.

buildings  are  considered 
examples  of  high  Victorian 
Gothic  architecture. 

Attempting  to  preserve 
some  of  the  past,  Rogerson 
Communities  and  On  Luck 
say  they  would  renovate 
the  facades  of  two  build¬ 
ings,  the  one  at  15  Essex  St. 
and  another  at  11  Essex 
Street.  The  latter  building 
has  already  been  razed  but 
its  preserved  facade  is  the 
only  surviving  wood-facade 
of  a  commercial  building  in 
Boston's  central  business 
district.  The  developers  said 
that  preserving  any  of  the 
actual  buildings  would  halt 
their  proposal  to  build  low- 
income  elderly  housing 
because  of  the  cost  and 
design  restraints.  Just  to 
save  the  facades,  they  say, 
would  be  "terribly  expen¬ 
sive,"  suggesting  the  cost 
could  run  over  $1  million. 

Rogerson  Communities 
and  On  Lok  hope  to  per¬ 
suade  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban 
Development,  the 
Massachusetts  Historical 
Commission,  and  the 


Hong  Lok  House 

The  Greater  Boston  Chinese 
Golden  Age  Center  started 
in  1971  to  help  elderly 
Chinese  immigrants,  who 
lack  English  proficiency. 
After  first  offering  elderly 
services  from  a  building  on 
Harrison  Avenue,  the 
Golden  Age  Center  expand¬ 
ed  to  run  elderly  housing 
and  programs  out  of  three 
locations  the  Hong  Lok 
House;  Quincy  Tower,  and 
the  Brighton  House.  On 
Luck  Development,  a  divi¬ 
sion  of  the  Golden  Age 
Center  that  runs  Hong  Lok 
House  at  25-31  Essex  Street, 
now  wants  to  expand  the 
center's  elderly  housing.  The 
28-unit  Hong  Lok  House, 
along  with  several  other 
nearby  properties  on  Essex 
Street,  would  be  demolished 
and  replaced  by  a  75-unit, 
eight-story  building. 


Boston  Landmarks 
Commission  to  allow  the 
elderly  housing  proposal  to 
move  forward  and  to  sacri¬ 
fice  the  buildings.  HUD,  a 
federal  agency,  would  have 
the  final  say. 

Jamie  Seagle,  president 
of  Rogerson  Communities, 
said  that  if  the  developers 
were  forced  to  preserve  all 
the  buildings:  "it  would  kill 
the  project."  He  added: 

"For  Chinatown,  waiting 
lists  for  elderly  housing  are 
everywhere." 

Yet  to  demolish  the 
buildings  would  eliminate  a 
part  of  old  Boston  where 
much  of  old  Boston  has 
already  been  lost.  Just 
around  the  comer  from  the 
project  site,  several  historic 
buildings  once  stood  on 
Washington  Street  but  were 
flattened  years  ago.  Two 
examples  are  the  Pilgrim 
Theatre  that  was  built  in 
1912  by  architect  Clarence 
Blackall,  designer  of  the 
Wang  Center,  and  the  Royal 
Hotel,  which  dated  back  to 
the  first  half  of  the  19th  cen¬ 
tury  and  was  within  the 
Liberty  Tree  District. 

So  far,  the 

Massachusetts  Historical 
Commission  has  said  noth¬ 
ing  publicly  about  the  plan 
to  flatten  the  buildings,  but 
a  letter  it  sent  to  the  devel¬ 
opers  stresses  the  value  of 
the  buildings.  "Demolition 
of  the  majority  of  15-17 
Essex  Street,  leaving  only 
the  facade  intact,  along  with 
the  demolition  of  25-31 
Essex  Street  will  have  an 
adverse  effect  on  the 
Liberty  Tree  Historic 
District,"  wrote  the  commis¬ 
sion's  acting  director,  Brona 
Simon,  in  a  letter  to  Seagle. 

Ruth  Moy,  director  of 
On  Luck,  suggests  that  she 
unwittingly  inherited  some 
of  the  restrictions  on  the 
historic  buildings  from 
another  developer. 
Archstone  Smith.  Before  the 
elderly  housing  proposal. 
On  Luck  Development  had 
an  earlier  agreement  with 
Archstone  Smith,  who  was 
building  a  28-story  residen¬ 
tial  tower  called  Liberty 
Place  (now  called 
Archstone  Boston 
Common).  The  developer 
was  to  give  the  Hong  Lok 
House  22  new  housing 
units  for  the  elderly.  That 
deal  has  since  soured,  lead¬ 
ing  to  the  present  proposal 
by  On  Luck  and  Rogerson 


Communities. 

When  On  Luck  was 
promised  the  22  units  of 
housing  --  touted  by  the 
developer  and  city  officials 
as  a  public  benefit  of  the  28- 
story  high-rise  —  the  tower's 
developer  also  made  a  deal 
with  the  state  to  preserve 
the  historic  buildings  abut¬ 
ting  the  project  site.  Under 
the  agreement.  Archstone 
Smith  was  obligated  to  ren¬ 
ovate  15  Essex  St.  and  the 
facade  of  11  Essex  St.  in 
return  for  razing  other 
structures,  the  Royal  Hotel 
on  Washington  Street  and  a 
property  at  19  Essex  St. 
Hong  Lok  would  not  have 
been  affected  by  the  former 
proposal  as  the  22  units 
were  to  be  built  next  door 
to  the  elderly  home. 

Then  the  plan  to  get  the 
22  units  of  elderly  housing 
failed  to  unfold  as  expected, 
claims  Moy.  As  the  high- 
rise  neared  completion, 

Moy  said,  it  became  clear 
that  the  22  units  would  not 
be  low-cost  enough  for 
elderly  residents  who 
depend  on  Social  Security 
as  primary  income  sources. 
But  while  the  Liberty  Place 
proposal  eased  through  the 
city's  approval  process  four 
years  ago,  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority 
boasted  that  the  units  tar¬ 
geted  for  Hong  Lok  would 
be  "designated  for  very 
low-income  households 
earning  between  zero  and 
60%  of  area  median 
income." 

This  May,  On  Luck 
Development,  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority, 
and  Archstone  Smith 
devised  another  plan: 
Archstone  Smith  would 
give  three  small  parcels  of 
land,  including  the  historic 
building,  on  Essex  Street  to 
On  Luck,  along  with  two 
newly  built  foundations, 
and  a  payment  of  $500,000 
to  be  matched  by  the  BRA. 
Archstone  Smith  did  not 
return  a  phone  call  and  e- 
mail  requesting  information 
about  why  the  previous 
deal  fell  apart.  The  BRA 
also  did  not  respond  before 
the  deadline  for  this  story. 

Moy  and  Seagle,  direc¬ 
tor  of  Rogerson 
Communities,  suggested 
that  in  a  rush  decision  to 
accept  the  new  offer,  they 
overlooked  the  earlier 
agreement  and  the  protec¬ 
tions  of  the  buildings.  In 


addition,  Moy,  who  has  run 
Hong  Lok  since  it  opened 
in  1982,  claims  she  was 
unaware  until  recently  that 
the  building  is  listed  on  the 
National  Register  of 
Historic  Places. 

"They  certainly  never 
told  me,"  she  said.  A 
spokesman  for  the 
Massachusetts  Historical 
Commission,  however,  said 
that  landowners  are  noti¬ 
fied  if  their  property  is  list¬ 
ed  on  state  or  national  reg¬ 
isters  of  historic  places. 

Also,  Archstone  Smith's 
promise  to  renovate  the 
properties  has  been  publicly 
available  for  several  years. 

Moy  and  Seagle  say 
they're  moving  forward 
despite  the  risk  that  govern¬ 
ment  officials  may  demand 
the  historic  buildings  be 
preserved.  The  two  also  say 
they've  already  begun 
fundraising  for  the  $22  mil¬ 
lion  elderly  housing  project. 

The  need  for  housing  for 
Chinese  immigrants  over 
age  65  is  widely  recognized 
in  Chinatown,  and  a  recent 
study  by  UMass  Boston's 
Institute  for  Asian 
American  Studies  shows 


that  a  majority  of  Chinese 
elderly  lack  English  profi¬ 
ciency. 

Moy  is  well  known  for 
providing  elderly  services. 
Hong  Lok  opened  in  the 
early  1980s  when  the  area 
was  overrun  by  pom  the¬ 
aters  and  drunks. 

"It  was  a  very  depress¬ 
ing  area,"  said  Moy. 

She  said  that  the  remaining 
buildings  on  Essex  Street 
are  deteriorating. 

When  asked  how  she 
felt  about  On  Luck's  deals 
with  Archstone  Smith,  she 
said:  "I  think  they  get  what 
they  want." 

But  when  Liberty  Place 
was  proposed,  Moy  was  a 
strong  supporter  of  the 
developer's  tower.  It  would 
lead  to  the  expansion  of 
Hong  Lok  and  remove 
adult  entertainment  busi¬ 
nesses  from  the  area.  She 
invited  Hong  Lok's  elderly 
residents  to  back  the  high- 
rise  during  city  develop¬ 
ment  hearings,  though 
many  others  protested  the 
proposal  because  they  felt  it 
was  out  of  character  with 
Chinatown. 


Who  will  decide  if  the  historic  buildings  stay? 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
will  ultimately  decide  whether  the  elderly  housing  project 
can  replace  the  historic  buildings.  The  Massachusetts 
Historical  Commission  will  comment  on  the  matter  to  HUD 
and  provide  consultation,  but  will  not  make  the  actual  deci¬ 
sion.  No  dates  have  been  set  for  when  HUD  will  take  on  the 
matter.  HUD  is  involved  because  the  Essex  Street  properties 
that  would  be  demolished  are  listed  on  the  National  Register 
of  Historic  Places  and  because  the  proposed  elderly  housing 
project  seeks  federal  subsidies.

After  1 0  Sweet  Years,  Move  Is  Near  for  Bakery 


By  Adam  Smith 

Just  as  the  old  proverb 
goes,  you  can't  have  your 
cake  and  eat  it,  too. 

But  if  things  go  well  for 
Crown  Royal,  the  pastry 
shop  might  just  be  able  to 
have  its  cake  and  keep  sell¬ 
ing  it  to  Chinatown  cus¬ 
tomers. 

As  the  Beach  Street  bak¬ 
ery  nears  its  10-year 
anniversary  at  the  end  of 
summer,  it  also  nears  the 
expiration  of  its  lease  and  a 
rent  increase  so  high  it 
would  be  forced  to  move 
from  its  longtime  location. 

The  bakery's  owners 
say  their  landlord  plans  to 
more  than  double  the  rent, 
but  wouldn't  say  to  what 
amount.  The  building's 
owner  did  not  return  a 
phone  call  for  comment. 

Sammy  Mui,  who 
founded  the  bakery  in 
1996,  said  he's  hoping  to 
stay  in  the  neighborhood

and  move  just  a  block  over 
from  his  busy  site  at  68 
Beach  St. 

But  moving  to  the  new 
site,  possibly  at  21-23 
Edinboro  St.,  is  not  yet  a 
certainty,  he  said.  And  its 
current  location  is  a  famil¬ 
iar  spot  in  Chinatown  for 
customers,  who  buy  egg 
custard  cups,  lemon-jelly 
pastries,  and  cakes  decorat¬ 
ed  with  strawberry  slivers 


and  kiwi  slices. 

"This  is  a  busy  street,  a 
lot  of  people  walk  by,"  said 
Michael  Ng,  a  manager  at 
Crown  Royal.  He  added, 
however,  that  once  the 
Chinatown  park  is  com¬ 
pleted  across  Edinboro 
Street  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  the  potential  new  site 
could  attract  business. 

The  bakery's  head  cook 
said  he's  confident  that  cus¬ 


tomers  will  move  with  the 
bakery. 

"If  the  customers  like 
this  bakery,  they  will  go  to 
the  new  location,"  said 
Chen  Shueng. 

Sammy  and  Josephine 
Mui,  who  opened  Crown 
Royal  a  decade  ago  this 
September,  said  they  didn't 
want  to  focus  only  on  tradi¬ 
tional  Chinese  cakes  and 
pastries  so  they  traveled  to 
China  and  Hong  Kong  to 
see  what  products  were 
current  at  bakeries  there. 

They  said  their  business 
grew  swiftly  after  the  first 
couple  of  years  in  business, 
and  the  number  of  employ¬ 
ees  grew  from  about  seven 
to  20  as  they  expanded 
three  years  ago  with  a  store 
in  Quincy. 

However,  the  Quincy 
location,  they  said,  gets 
fewer  customers  than  the 
Chinatown  bakery  does.

bility  study  for  a  library  in 
Chinatown.  I  would  never 
do  that,"  McDermott  said. 
"The  people  of  Chinatown 
have  waited  a  long  time  for 
a  Chinatown  library." 

Council  president 
Michael  Flaherty,  in  a  press 
statement  released  after  the 
budget  was  approved, 
boasted  that  the  budget  is  a 
4.5%  increase  over  the  2006 
budget,  and  that  it  includes 
about  $16  million  to  combat 
youth  violence  over  the 
summer.  In  addition,  he 
said,  the  budget  funds 
extended  hours  at  commu¬ 
nity  centers  and  pools,  adds 
money  for  440  summer  jobs 
for  teens,  and  funds  extra 
police  academy  classes  and 
the  construction  of  a  new 
police  station. 

Yet  the  teens  who  over¬ 
crowded  the  council  cham¬ 
bers  protested  that  that  bud¬ 
get  still  fell  short  of  address¬ 
ing  violence  in  the  city. 
During  the  start  of 
McDermott's  statements,  a 
group  of  teens  who  had 
overcrowded  the  council 
chambers  held  signs  that 
read  "9,000  jobs  for  22,000 
teens  is  not  good  enough." 
The  teens  hissed,  heckled 
and  booed  some  councilors, 
and  were  forced  out  by 
police  during  McDermott's 
testimony  (to  view  the 
entire  hearing,  go  to 
www.cityofboston.gov/city- 
council  /  cc_video_library  .as 
p?id=215). 

In  the  end,  the  council 
voted  nine  to  four  to 
approve  the  budget. 

About  a  week  prior  to 
the  vote,  Yoon  indicated  to 
the  Sampan  that  he  was 
unhappy  with  the  budget 
because  he  felt  it  fell  short 
of  addressing  youth  vio¬ 
lence  and  because  the  five- 
year  capital  plan  portion  of 
the  budget  included  no  new 
money  for  Chinatown. 

"I  think  it's  clearly  an 
oversight,"  said  Yoon,  in  an 
earlier  story  posted  at 
www.Sampan.org.  He 


maintained  that  all  other 
neighborhoods  received 
new  money  for  projects  in 
the  mayor's  budget  proposal 
submitted  in  April. 

"It  looks  really  bad.  It 
gives  the  Chinatown  com¬ 
munity  a  bad  taste  in  their 
mouth." 

Also  commenting  for  the 
Sampan.org  story,  a  spokes¬ 
woman  for  Menino  coun¬ 
tered  Yoon's  comments  and 
said  that  Chinatown  is  get¬ 
ting  its  fair  share  in  the  bud¬ 
get. 

"I  don't  think  you  can 
accurately  say  that 
(Chinatown  is  not  getting 
new  money),"  said  the 
spokeswoman,  though  she 
did  not  name  any  specific 
new  money  proposals  for 
Chinatown  in  the  capital 
plan,  aside  from  the  recently 
added  library  study  fund¬ 


ing- 

The  bulk  of  the  $13.3 
million  that  was  proposed 
for  Chinatown  in  the 
mayor's  April  capital  plan 
proposal  appeared  to  be 
money  already  set  aside  for 
the  neighborhood.  The 
majority  of  the  money,  $13 
million,  has  been  held  by 
the  city's  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority 
for  the  past  three  years  and 
had  originated  from  the 
BRA's  2003  lease  of 
Chinatown-area  land.  The 
money  has  been  long  ear¬ 
marked  for  renovations  to 
Chinatown's  Quincy  Upper 
School,  but  the  city  has  yet 
to  indicate  when  the  money 
will  actually  be  used  for  the 
renovations.  Most  of  the 
remaining  money  will  go  to 
the  Chinatown  Park,  which 
is  largely  paid  for  by  state 


money,  and  the  Liberty  Tree 
Park. 

But  library  advocates, 
who  say  the  neighborhood 
shouldn't  have  gone  with¬ 
out  a  branch  library  since 
the  last  one  closed  in  1956, 
said  they  were  pleased  the 
library  study  was  added  to 
the  city  budget,  and  they 
didn't  accuse  the  city  of 
under-funding  Chinatown. 

Said  Joe  of  the  Friends  of 
the  Chinatown  Library: 
"Hopefully,  this  time  next 
year,  we  can  meet  with  the 
councilors  about  the  next 
steps  for  the  designated  site 
for  the  library."

Chinatown's  AACA 
Celebrates  Graduates

Bak  Fun  Wong's  introduc¬ 
tion  to  the  United  States 
was  arguably  more  distress¬ 
ing  than  for  most  other  new 
immigrants.  Wong  arrived 
to  Boston  just  as  the 
Blizzard  of  '78  hit,  and  was 
forced  to  stay  inside  for 
weeks. 

But  even  when  the 
streets  cleared,  life  was  still 
difficult.  Like  other  immi¬ 
grants,  he  had  to  start  over 
in  the  U.S.  despite  his  previ¬ 
ous  success  as  a  teacher  in 
Hong  Kong. 

He  eventually  earned 
his  master  of  education 
degree  from  Boston 
University,  taught  at  the 
Chinese  American  Civic 
Association  —  now  the 
Asian  American  Civic 
Association,  publisher  of 
the  Sampan  —  and  became 
principal  of  the  Josiah 
Quincy  Upper  School, 
where  he  currently  works. 

Speaking  to  more  than 
150  graduates  of  programs 
of  the  AACA  on  June  19, 
Wong  told  of  the  struggles 
he  overcame  to  achieve  his 
dreams  in  the  U.S.  He  also 
told  the  graduates,  most  of 


whom  are  new  immigrants 
from  China,  how  they  must 
also  work  hard  to  achieve 
their  own  dreams. 

Once  in  the  U.S.,  Wong 
told  the  crowd:  "We  are  not 
worth  what  we  were 
before." 

"I  know  it's  not  easy,"  he 
said.  But  "this  is  only  the 
beginning  of  a  long  journey 
of  success." 

For  many  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  of  the  AACA's 
English  and  job-skills  train¬ 
ing  classes,  the  graduation 
did  mark  a  beginning. 
According  to  staff  of  the 
agency,  many  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  will  move  on  to  start 
new  careers  or  enroll  into 
college. 

One  student.  Carmen 
Tung,  said  that  after  four 
years  of  English  training, 
she  plans  to  become  a  med¬ 
ical  interpreter.  Another 
student,  Yan  Yi  Huang, 
addressed  her  graduating 
peers  and  said  that  when 
she  first  arrived  in  the  U.S., 
she  only  knew  a  few  words. 
But  after  attending  classes 
for  four  years  at  AACA,  she 
said  she  will  now  go  on  to

Hayward  Developers 
Present  to  Chinatown 


Details  Vague

Millennium  Partners,  the 
developer  proposing  to 
build  on  Hayward  Place, 
met  with  neighborhood 
groups  in  June  to  describe 
their  housing  project. 

So  far.  Millennium  has 
given  few  specifics  to  the 
neighborhood  council,  safe¬ 
ty  committee,  and  resident 
association  about  their  pro¬ 
posal,  except  that  it  will 
contain  "up  to"  277  residen¬ 
tial  units  and  "up  to"  271 
parking  spaces,  and  that  the 
development  site  is  zoned 
for  155  feet,  or  14  stories. 

At  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council 
meeting  in  June,  Joe  Larkin 
of  Millennium  said  the 
developer  was  still  refining 
the  building's  design. 

"This  doesn't  tell  you 
much,  except  what  our 
architect  wants,"  said 
Larkin,  while  displaying  a 
drawing  of  the  building. 
"We're  working  with  the 
Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  to  perfect  this." 

He  said  the  number  of 
residential  units  would 
probably  be  close  to  about 
225,  and  that  the  mid-rise 
tower  would  likely  have 
fewer  than  271  parking 
spaces.  He  also  said  the  pro¬ 
ject  would  "fill  out  the 
block"  bounded  by 
Washington  Street, 

Hayward  Place,  Avenue  de 
Lafayette,  and  Harrison 
Avenue,  which  is  currently 
a  parking  lot. 

During  the  meeting, 
some  asked  how  the  project 
would  benefit  Chinatown, 
such  as  in  the  number  of 


jobs  created  during  con¬ 
struction. 

"We  see  quite  a  few  con¬ 
struction  projects  in 
Chinatown,  but  we  never 
really  see  any  benefit  to  the 
Chinese  workforce  in  the 
area,"  said  Albert  Li,  a 
council  member. 

Millennium  said  it 
would  make  its  best  effort 
to  hire  minorities  and 
Boston  residents  for  the 
construction  of  the  project. 

The  developer  said  the 
project  would  include 
money  for  the  city's  afford¬ 
able  housing  fund  and  for 
the  Chinatown  Quincy 
Upper  School.  Hayward 
Place's  $23  million  price  tag, 
as  determined  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  included  $13 
million  for  renovations  for 
the  Quincy  Upper  School 
and  $10  million  for  afford¬ 
able  housing  in  Boston, 
though  it's  not  clear  where. 
Millennium  has  paid  the 
$13  million  but  the  city  has 
not  yet  used  it  for  the  reno¬ 
vations  (see:  http://sam- 
pan.org/  show_article.php? 
display =531 ).  The  develop¬ 
er  has  also  noted  that  to 
meet  the  city  affordable 
housing  requirement, 
Millennium  would  be 
required  to  either  set  aside 
15%  of  its  housing  for  low- 
income  residents  or  pay 
into  a  fund  for  the  resi¬ 
dents. 

Some  councilors  asked 
how  they  could  be  assured 
the  money  would  go  to 
Chinatown. 

Though  Larkin  said  it  is 
up  to  the  city  government 
how  the  money  is  used:  "it 
is  in  our  best  interest  to 
have  the  money  spent  in 
our  neighborhood."

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All  About  BPH:  Benign 

What  is  BPH? 

BPH  is  benign  prostate  hypertro¬ 
phy.  This  means  that  the  prostate 
gland  enlarges,  but  that  it  is  not 
cancerous. 

What  are  symptoms  of  BPH? 

Many  men  do  not  experience  any 
symptoms.  Symptoms  that  can 
occur,  however,  may  include  dif¬ 
ficulty  urinating,  weak  flow  of 
urine,  the  feeling  that  the  bladder 
isn't  empty  even  after  urinating, 
and  even  pain  during  urination. 

Is  it  common? 

BPH  is  very  common.  It  occurs  in 
about  half  of  all  men  over  the  age 

of  50. 

Who  is  at  risk? 

Because  the  prostate  naturally 
increases  in  size  with  age,  the 


Prostate  Hypertrophy 

risk  factors  for  BPH  are  being 
male  and  above  50.  It  is  still 
unclear,  however,  whether  there 
is  any  direct  relationship 
between  BPH  and  prostate  can¬ 
cer. 

How  can  it  be  treated? 

BPH  cannot  be  cured.  Symptoms, 
however,  can  be  reduced.  More 
severe  symptoms  can  be  treated 
with  surgery  or  microwave  ther¬ 
apy.  For  minor  symptoms, 
lifestyle  changes  can  often  help. 
For  example,  drinking  fluids  and 
taking  time  to  urinate  completely 
may  reduce  discomfort. 

Next  issue  this  column  will  discuss 
prostate  cancer.

Planning  kicks  off  for  Asian 
American  Film  Festival  '06

In  a  small  meeting  room 
located  above  the  streets  of 
Chinatown,  a  group  of  vol¬ 
unteers  of  the  Asian 
American  Resource 
Workshop  gazed  intently  at 
a  large  pile  of  manila  pack¬ 
ages.  Eager  to  unwrap  the 
works  of  some  of  the 
region's  most  talented 
young  filmmakers  and 
directors,  the  group  official¬ 
ly  kicked  off  the  planning  of 
the  2006  Boston  Asian 
American  Film  Festival,  slat¬ 
ed  for  October  13-15  at  the 
Institute  of  Contemporary 
Art. 

After  the  AARW's  staff 
and  volunteers  sift  through 
the  submissions,  the  film 


festival's  judges  will  select 
the  best  of  the  filmmakers' 
entries.  Staff  said  they  hope 
to  outdo  the  previous  years' 
festivals. 

Originating  as  a  casual 
single-film  Chinatown  pas¬ 
time  during  the  1980s,  the 
festival  has  grown  over  the 
years  into  a  Boston  tradition 
attracting  an  audience  from 
all  over  the  city  and  beyond. 
AARW  organizes  the  festi¬ 
val  annually  with  the  goal 
of  portraying  the  diverse 
experiences  of  Asian 
Americans  and  their  strug¬ 
gles  in  society.
